Ttie Fir That Attnckft Peats. 


The growing of peas for canning pur- 


poses bus greatly increased since the 
invention of the viner, a machine for 
hulling pe:is. 
Now grown in many 


places by hundreds of acres, peas are 
cut with a mowing machine, raked up 
in windrows, loaded on wagons and run 
through the viner like wheat through 
a thrashing machine. One grower in 
Wisconsin last year had 2.400 acres. 
Before tbe advent of the machine it 
would have been impossible to have 
handled the product of so large an 
acreage for canning purposes. Individ- 
ual growers having from 100 to COO 
acres throughout the southern and cen- 
tral states are not uncommon. The ap- 
pearance of the green fly. the insect 
which completely ruined 1,100 acres for 
one person two years ago. has .been a 
serious factor recently. Various meth- 
ods have been suggested for its control. 
The brush and pan method is quite 
extensively used in some places for 
catching and destroying the insects. 
Such an outfit was used on tbe farm of 
Saulsbury Bros, of Maryland two years 
ago.

ark—Mr. Weiant Brought First 


•One to Town. 


An interesting p lotograph. a quarter 


of a century old, hangs on the wall at 
the onice of the Newark Real Estate 
and Improvement company, 14 North 
Park Place. It is a picture of a part 
of the east side of Newark's public 
square as it appeared 2r> years ago and 
a glimpse at the photograph carrie 
the older residents of Uie city back t 
the time when Newark, now boasting 
of 22,000 people, \vas little more than 
a village.

to the number of a dozen or more bu 
not a rubber tire is to be seen. A large 
oak tree long ago sacrificed, stood in 
front of what is now the H. C. Bost 
wick jewelry store. The street, now 
nicely paved, shows a generous supply 
of mud and the whole picture reminds 
one of a backwoods country town. 


Col. Cliff H. Rosebraugh found the 


picture Wednesday in Ben. Burd's liv- 
ery stable and borrowed it to show to 
Mr. Weiant who at once had a photo- 
grapher make several copies. 


Mr. Weiant was dellgnted to see the 


old photograph as it recalled vividly 
the scene of his early struggles in the 
business world.

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PABTED BY TRIFLES 


HONEYMOON QUARRELS SOMETIMES 


END IN SEPARATION. 


trlrlul Thins* That Have Strevrn 


tte Sea of Matrimony With the 
Wrecks of Married Lives Before 
the Voyasre Was Fnirly liesnn. 
, "The only reliable thing in marriage 
is its uncertainty," Douglas Jerrold 
once remarked in a cynical moment, 
end, like many sayings to which one 
may object, this aphorism contains at 
least- an elementary truth. It is a ca- 
rious fact that \vhile some matrimonial 
barks survive fifty or more years of 
voyaging and come safely into harbor 
at last others a. 3 wrecked before they 
leave tLe still outers uf tLo houey- 
inoon. 


This was the fate of a couple known 


to the -writer who were married a few 
yeara ago under the brightest of aus- 
pices and for whom their friends pre- 
dicted nothing but happiness. The very 
first day of the honeymoon their wed- 
ded lives came to an abrupt and tragic- 
termination from ' the simplest of 
causes. 


The bride had brought with^her on 


the honeymoon a parasol of a vivid, ag- 
gressive red color, to which her hus- 
band objected. He begged her not to 
use" it, but she persisted. The dispute 
grew warmer and warmer, heated 
•words were exchanged, until at hist in 
an impulse of anger the bridegroom 
snatched the sunshade out of bis wife's 
hands and threw it into the sea. 


Thus ended their life together, for 


the indignant young wife took" the next 
train to her mother's home, and from 
that day to this the foolish people have 
never met 


In another case, known professional- 


ly to the writer, a dispute as to the 
pronunciation of a word completely 
•wrecked the married life of a young 
couple and brought their little tragedy 
Into the light of the law courts. 


It came out in evidence that during 


the honeymoon the bridegroom had 
.ventured to correct the bride, who had 
^mispronounced a •frord at the breakfast 
table. 'She resented the 
correction, 


maintaining that she was right and her 
lord and master wrong. The argument 
thus begun ended in a bitter quarrel, 
during which each disputant no doubt 
said things which had much better 
have been left unsaid, with the result 
that the silly couple separated, each re- 
fusing to yield to the other. 


Efforts were made by their friends 


and relatives to heal the breach, but to 
no purpose, and the little tragedy end- 
ed in a judicial separation. 


It seems almost incredible that peo- 


ple should allow their lives to be wreck- 
ed by such trivial causes, but in both 
these cases actual fact proves stranger 
-even than fiction. 


More ludicrous, if not more trivial, 


•was the cause that separated a couple 
•who were united less than a year ago. 
In a suit by a husband for the restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights the wife de- 
clared that "it was" impossible to live 
•with the plaintiff "because he snored so 
dreadfully." 


"But, surely," the judge remarked, 


"this is not a sufficient reason for stay- 
ing away from your husband'!" "'You 
-would think it was. my lord," the lady 
replied, "if you lived with him. I 
couldn't get a wink of sleep in any part 
of the house, and even the neighbors 
complained of his snoring. It will kill 
me if I have to "go back." 


Unreasonable suspicions have con- 


tributed as, much as any cause to the 
undoing of husbands and wives. In one 
domestic tragedy which was unfolded 
in the law courts a few years ago a 
newly married wife had received a let- 
ter addressed in a masculine hand. The 
husband, who was of a jealous temper- 
ament demanded to see the letter, 
•Svbich the wife refused to show him. 


High words ensued, and in a moment 


of uncontrollable passion the husband 
struck his wife, with the result that she 
iwent home to her parents and refused 
to live with him again. 


The most tragic and dramatic part 


of the story was the lady's statement 
in court that the letter which had 
caused all the trouble had been writ- 
ten by her brother. 


A clergyman told the writer that he 


once married a rustic couple whose 
matrimonial life terminated at the 
church door at the conclusion of the 
wedding ceremony. 


It appears that the bridegroom had 


discovered that his bride had sold her 
mangle, which had been one of the 
chief inducements to raarry her, and 
she bad made an equally disappointing 
discovery that her swain bad sold a 
handsome clock on which she had set 
lier heart Thus were two lives wreck- 
ed by a mangle and a clock, however 
strange and foolish it may seem. 


In another case a young widow who 


liad married an elderly bachelor who 
•was reputed to be wealthy found 
after her marriage that her false lover 
bad parted with every penny of his 
fortune in purchasing an annuity for 
his own life and was so disgusted 
with his meanness that she left him 
to the undisturbed enjoyment of his • 
annuity. 


One recreant husband gave as a rea- 


son for declining to live with his wife 
the discovery that the hair which had 
constituted her chief charm in bis eyes 
;was false and that he could no longer 
either love or respect a wife who had 
so deceived him.—London Tit-Bits.

'The generation of the Puritan and 


the Pilgrim and tne Hugenot 
claims 


the place of honor at the base. 'I 
brought the torch of freedom across 
the sea. I cleared the forest. I sub- 
duod the savage and wild beast. I laid 
iu Christian liberty and law the foun- 
dations of empire." 


Following up then ,each successive 


generation with the fancied inscription 
appropriate thereto he came to the 
pi esent. 


"And now, what have we to say?" 


he asked. "Must we engrave on that 
column: 'We repealed the declaration 
of independence? 
We changed 
the 


Monroe doctrine from a doctrine of 
eternal righteousness and justice to a 
doctrine of brutal 
selfishness. 
We 


made war on the only Christian people 
in the east. We converted a war of 
glory to a war of shame. We vulgariz- 
ed the American flag. We introduced 
perfidy in the practice of war. We in- 
flicted torture of unarmed men to ex 
lort confessions. We put children to 
death. We baffled the asp.irations of a 
people for liberty.' 


"N.o, Mr. President," he shouted, 
never. Other and better counsels will 
yet prevail. The hours are long in the 
life of a great people. The irrevoca- 
ble step is not yet taken. Let us at 
least have this to say: 
*We, too, have 


kept the faith of the fathers. We took 
Cuba by the hand. We delivered her 
from her age-long bondage.
